At the close of hostilities he resumed
his residence in Alexandria where he had
lived from his sixteenth year, aad at the
death of hie father, over forly yeara sg),
he succeoded him ss wsecrelary of
what was kvown ms the Orkoge,
Alex andrin and Manpgssea Railroad, a
position he held up to 1885 when he be-
came astlalnnt register of the treasury
ander iirover Oleveland, Previous to
this he bad been & member of the Board
of Aldermen from the Fourth ward, He
way also president of the Cbarloties-
ville #nd Rapidan Bailrcad, ad &
director in th st compnay, aid for years
past ba | been s vestrymun of 3t. Paul's
Church.

A few years ago [ailing health com-
pelled him 1o abandon the active bnsi-
pens lile he had besa following, and re-
cently he had been confined to his howe.

Colonel Reld was the true type of
the Virgivia gentlemsn. Precise and
methodical throughout life, he filled
every position he had occupied in the
most ¢a'isfsctory manper, and enjoyed
the esteem of all asociated with bim as
well 88 that of those having business with
him: hence the asnouncement of hiadeath
will be rbad with sincers regret by all
who knew him.
